Vice President Thomas R. Marshall 
declared today that labor gets less 
than one-tilth of the wealth created 
today and that captial gets more 
than four-fifths, and to this disprop­ 
ortion, lie said could be attributed 
“ much of our present discontent” . 
“ Usurious interest is no more but 
•usurious profit has taken its place,” 
he said. 
The vice president was ad­ 
dressing the graduating 
class 
of 
Wabash College. He graduated from 
Washington in ’76. 
“ In 1850, we had a Republic where 
labor was satisfied, where respect 
for religion and reverence for law 
and order and a sincere attachment 
to the Constitution were strong,” he 
said. 
“ In that year the proportion 
of the annual wealth created in the 
country hv the joint efforts of labor 
and capital was one-fourth to labor 
and three-fourths to capital. 
Sixty 
years 
later, 
the 
proportion 
had 
( hanged to le ss than 
one-fifth 
to 
labor and more than four-fifths to 
capital. 
This disproportion, to my 
mind, has much to do with our pre­ 
sent discontent.” 
Marshall, 
who is a 
Democrat, 
then remarked sifrnifieantly regard­ 
ing the other cherished Democratic 
doctrine of state’s rights. 
“ The doctrine of state’s rights is 
now seldom heralded save in opposi­ 
tion to needed reform,” he s a id, and 
added, “ 1 must subscribe to the doc­ 
trine, hut I realize 
that 
subjects 
which formerly were purely of state 
cognizance have become of common 
interest between the states and that 
the doctrine of state’s rights must be 
supplemented by 
the 
doctrine 
of 
state’s duties.” 
The young men, 
Marshall 
said 
must take up the cry of “ State’s 
Duties” if state’s rights are to be 
preserved, 
lie spoke on the sub­ 
ject, 
“ Intellectual 
Bravery 
and 
Youth,” and his remarks were cal­ 
culated to spur the youth before him 
to activity for righteous government. 
“ This is the young man’s age. The 
old man is being shoved off the >tage 
everywhere. 
Failing physical vision 
i*■“ assumed to mark a like dimness of 
intellectual sight. 
Scientific truth is 
not sufficient to establish a leader­ 
ship of youth. 
This leadership must 
be established by an 
openness of 
mind, by waiving the ancient prero­ 
gative of being right without inform­ 
ation. 


“ Slight knowledge will not enable 
the young man to assume the man­ 
agement of life’s affairs. 
In the ir­ 
repressible conflict- 
between 
labor 
and capital, lie cannot assume that 
either property or labor is everything 
without tending to establish a peon 
class in America or an 
oligarchy 
of wealth. 
Complete knowledge may 
convince him that it will be better for 
the Republic to be 
controlled by 
neither of these c l a s s e s . ” he said. 
Marshall said that Americans are 
not dishonest a*> a people, but that 
many of 
them 
were 
“ intellectual 
cowards," relying on the law to right 
f J the wrongs and “ not 
fighting 
the 
battle out with ourselves.” 
And he 
closed with the following statement: 
“ I am visionary enough to believe 
that intellectual courage may arise, 
combined with honesty 
will 
solve 
whatever social and economic prob­ 
lem may arise. 
May this institu­ 
tion send no man into the world to be 
a leader in 
thought 
who is 
too 
cowardly to fight error and too timid 
to embrace truth.”
